Land: Grant 
Misconceptions of the Value of Sub- 
sidies Given the C.P.R. 

The Montreal Gazette, in discussing 
the-value of the original land grant to 
the C.P.R., says in part: 

In discussion of the faikvay prob- 
lem in Canada the traditional miscon- 
ception of the value of subsidies given 
the Canadian Pacific Railway persists. 
At the recent meeting of Grand 
Trunk shareholders in London, the 
chairman, Mr. Smithers, more than 
once alluded to three subsidies as hav- 
ing a value of $350,000,000, and the 
Toronto Globe, distorting facts and 
presenting half-truths, thus com- 
ments: 

“Where did the 
get this princely heritage of land, 
greater in extent than some of the 
European kingdoms, for the posses- 
sion of which the great. war was 
fought? From the people of Canada, 
as a free gift, to enable the company, 
by providing cheap and adequate rail- 
way service to open up the West for 
settlement. And have the proceeds 
of this vast land grant been devoted 
to the intended purpose? f 

“Let us look the situation squarcly 
in the face. As a railway living on 
its own earnings the Canadian Paci- 
fice might be able to pay six per cent. 
a year upon the capital actually in- 
vested in it by its sharcholders. As 
the most richly-dowered corporation 
on earth, by drawing upon its vast 
landed estate, it actually pays ten per 
cent. 

“Alinost all of this vast landed es- 
to the Pacific 
from the people of Canada without 
the payment of a dollar, either in 
acquiring title or in taxation, during 
period in which the land 
lay ripening, pequiring value from 
the labors of the early settlers, who 
proved its worth,” 

The Canadian Pacific did not re- 
ceive a single acre of land from the 
people of Canada as a free gift; to as- 
sert otherwise is a misnomer of 
words, The railway company acquir- 
ed the lands 1 matter of contract, 
and did not come into possession of 
the lands until the contract was ful- 
filled, The Government, representing 
the people, desired the construction 
of a transcontinental railway, partly in 
compliance with the terms upon 
which British Columbia entered con- 
federation, partly for the settlement 
of the northwest, and partly to ce- 
ment the union. ‘The government, 
therefore, entered into a bargain with 
a syndicate of géntlemen of wealth, 
patriotism and enterprise, to con- 
struct a railway. from Montreal to 
Vancouver, agrecing to pay them for 
the work in cash, in land and in two 
partially-built sections of the line. 
Neither the money nor the land, nor 
the links which began nowhere and 
ended in the same place, was a free 
gift. It was payment for work to be 
performed, and had the work not been 
performed no payment would have 
been made, It was no more a free 
gift than is the money a merchant 
pays a contractor for the erection of 
a warehouse, The Globe prates about 
the princely heritage of land possess- 
ed by the Canadian Pacific. Who gave 
it value? The government? No! Its 
value was created by the company, by 
large expenditure of money, by pro- 
moting settlement, by fulfilment of its 
contract. Before the steel was laid 
across the prairies the land was not 
worth ten cents an acre, because in-

Even in 1885, after the rails had been 
laid, the government did not place a 
high@r price upon the land than $1.50 
per acre, which figure was deemed ex- 
cessive by the Globe and its political 
friends. 

One would infer from some of the 
criticisms that the whole Canadian 
Pacific system was promoted, paid 
for, and handed over to the company 
by the people’ of Canada; that the} 
earnings of the company belong, at 
least in large measure, to the people, 
and that the great prosperity of the 
enterprise should be censured rather 
than commended. What is the fact? 
The price the government paid for 
the railway is insignificant when con- 
trasted with the amount invested by 
debenture and shareholders, The rail- 
way was tonsidered by investars so 
poor a proposition, even with its 
“princely heritage” of land, that the 
original share issue of $65,000,000 re- 
alized-only 46 per cent. of face value, 
and at one time these shares were of- 
fered on the stock 
with few buyers, 

If today the lands of the company 
have large value, that value has been 
given them by the company, When 
the lands were handed over by the 
government for full value received, 
and much more than full value, in- 
deed, they were practically worthless; 
and when these lands are appraised as} 
a subvention or purchase payment, 
they should be appraised at their 
valuc in 1880, when the _contract- for 
the building of the railway was made, 
not at the value given them in 1919 
by the enterprise, expenditure and 
able management of the company.

Passing the Blame 


German Military Leaders Trying to 
Find Excuses for Failure 

Each of thé German military and 
naval leaders, who by any chance has 
been or may be charged with respon- 
sibility for the loss of the war is re- 
ported cither to have published or to 
be preparing his own vindication, Gen. 
Ludendorff has an apologia*in hand; 
General von Falkenhayn, chief of staff 
from November, 1914, to August, 
1916, has an explanation ready for the 
press, Before this month is over 
Grand Admiral von Tirpitz will have 
issucd his defense and is said to have 
selected as its title, “Why I failed.” 
Tt is at least to his credit that he ac- 
knowledges failure, however much he 
may seck to pass the blame to other 
shoulders. As for the other super- 
men of the Prussian persuasion, one 
and all are more concerned with de- 
monstrating how someone else failed 
and how impossible it was to repair 
the errors that others committed. 

Ludendorff recently put the blame 
for the loss of the war on yon 
Moltke, on von Falkenhayn and on 
Nicolai, the last-named the head of 
the German military intelligence ser- 
vice. General yon Hoffman has sad- 
dled the responsibility on von Falken- 
hayn, Von Falkenhayn probably will 
blame von Hindenburg, the kaiser or 
von Moltke. Von Moltke is always 
the most convenient scapegoat. He 
can inake no rejoinder, being dead. 

Von Tirpitz had no forerunner, 4s 
the creator of the German navy, as 
the challenger of British sea power 
and the father of piratical U-boat 
warfare, He cannot push the respon- 
sibility back. And his successors only 
followed the fatal course laid down 
by him. So he must face the fact of 
Germany's failure off the sea, which 
entailed failure on land. He had his 
way, And that way meant suicide for 
Germany. He cannot dissociate him- 
self from the catastrophe. The best 
he can do will be to drag in other 
German leaders as co-architects and 


accomplices. 
Ludendorft is manifestly one of 
these, He consented to the renewal 


of unrestricted submarine warfare in 
February, 1917. He displaced Hinden- 
burg on that issue, becoming, in ef- 
fect, a political as well as a military 
dictator. He had the power in Janu- 
ary to stop the illegitimate U-boat 
activities. He also had the power 
late as April of that year to rescind 
the proclamation of war on neutral 
shipping, which forced the United 
States into the contest. But hé didn’t 
interfere. He seemed to have hopes 
that a successful U-boat campaign 
would supplement German victories 
on land and thus help him to vanquish 
France, Great Britain and Italy, as he 
had already vanquished Russia, 

This illusion was Germany's ruin, 
Vén TVirpitz and Ludendorft were 
equally the sponsors for it, What they 
write now about themselves and each 
other can hardly lessen their culpabil- 
ity as the joint authors of Germany's 
downfall.—St, Thomas Times-Journal, 


Under Bolshevist Rule 


Executions Carried Out While Red 
Army Bands Played “Lively 
Airs” 

Never before, even in the darker 
days of a world which has witnessed 
many horrors, has there been such 
a blood-lust as the ghouls of twenti- 
eth-century Russia fomented, Where, 
in past records, can we find, for in- 
stance, anything to equal a story hid- 
den in the pages of the British White 
Paper, of exccutions carried out while 
the Red army bands played “lively 
airs?” One witness of such orgy has 
recorded that on one occasion he was 
playing in the band and, as usual, all 
the pcople to be executed were 
brought to the edge of the grave.

To Deport Aliens 


Ontario Chief Justice Says Present 
Machinery Utterly Insufficient 

Toronto. — Jn its presentment to 
Chief Justice Sir William Mulock, the 
Grand Jury at the Assizes reported 
that the majority of cases it had been 
called on to deal with had been of a 
scrious nature: murder, attempted 
murder, and manslaughter. “We have 
been impressed by the fact,” the pre- 
sentiment read, “that the foreign ele- 
iments contributed largely to these se- 
rious cases, and this grand jury en- 
dorses any legislation to limit the in- 
flux of foreigners to this country, It 
is the opinion of this grand jury that 
any steps taken towards the deporta- 
tion of thése undesirables now within 
the country would be greatly in the 
intérests of the country at large.” 

Sir William remarked that the 
machinery for deportation was utter- 
ly insufficient, and added that he did 
not see why there should be any stat- 
ute limitations, Every court, he 
thought, should have the right to try 
and deport aliens. Some aliens came 
to the country, remained quiet for a 
time, but eventually their early envir- 
onment reasserted itself,

London.—The Afghan main offen- 
sive against ‘Thal, under Gen, Nadir 
Khan, the Emir’s commander-in-chief, 
is developing. The latest official in- 
formation from him shows that all 
attacks on Fort Thal have been re- 
pulsed. The fort was bombarded and 
the Afghans occupied the looted base 
around outside the fort. The air re- 
connaissance disclosed about 3,500 of

At the capture of the Afghan fort 
of Baldak, opposite Chanian Bala- 
chuyian, the British took 169 prison- 
ers and killed 32 of the cnemy.

Experiments have been tried in dif- 
ferent parts of Canada to determine 
the best time to plant potatoes for 
highest yields, and from these experi- 
ments and the experience of the best 
growers, the following dates are sug- 
gested as being the best: Prince Ed- 
ward Island, June 1 to 7; Nova Scotia, 
June 1 to 15; Quebec, May 15 to June 
15, depending on what part of the pro- 
vince; Ontario; May 1 to June 15, de- 
pending on what part of the province; 
Manitoba, May 10 to 15; Saskatche- 
wan, May 10 to 24; Alberta, May 10 
to 24; British Columbia, April 1 to 
May 15, depending on what part of the 
province, The tendency has been in 
most places in Canada to plant later 
than is desirable for highest yiclds.

Labor Policy For 
New Russia 


To Combine Protection of Labor 
With Interests of State 


Omsk.—The minister of labor in the 
Omsk governinent, a Social Democrat, 
and a member of the constituent as- 
sembly, Lenine Schumilovsky, has 
made the following statement to the 
representatives of the press: 

“The policy of the ministry of 
labor is to combine the protection of 
labor with the interests of the state. 
The interests of the working man can 
be safeguarded and the living condi- 
tions for the working classes can be 
improved only on condition that the 
industries in the country continue to 
exist and develop, 

“We have decided on an cight-hour 
working day in all industries, The 
state is interested in establishing 
working conditions under which the 
generations should grow up strong 
pliysically, mentally and intellectually, 

“We have introduced sickness and 
tinemployment insurance. Employ- 
ment bureaus, with the help of the 
government, will be established ev- 
erywhere on the territory cleared of 
the Bolsheviki. 

“Specially appointed labor inspec- 
tors lave organized chambers con- 
sisting of employers and employees to 
pass upon all questions arising from 
eniployment of labor. 

“The ministry of labor greets the 
tendency of the workers to organize 
themselves into unions, considering 
it in the interests of the state that 
the working men should form them- 
selves into an organized, disciplined 


body.” 


American Plants in Canada| 


Many Concerns Include Considerable 
Proportion of Canadians 

Montreal, Quebec, — According to 
a carefully compiled estimate just 
made public here there are 388 manu- 
facturing plants in Canada which are 
directly connected with United States 
concerns, The average capital is 
estimated at $682,834, making a total 
investment of $264,939,592, The actual 
paid-up capital in the case of 76 of 
the companies was found to be $51,- 
895,350, and as these companies were 
fairly representative of the whole list, 
the average for them was considered 
a fair basis for making the estimate, 
A similar list was compiled. in Janu- 
ary, 1914, the number of plants being 
then estimated at 450, and the total 
investment $135,000,000, an average of 
$300,000. The list does not represent 
the investment of United States capi- 
tal exclusively, as the lists of share- 
holders of many of the Canadian con- 
cerns include a considerable propor- 


tion of Canadians, On the other hand! 


there is a large number of companies 
not included, the shareholders of 
which comprise many citizens of the 
United States, In the case of some 
enterprises, for instance, which have 
always been distinctly Canadian, a 
majority of the stock is now held in 
the United States. The total inyest- 
ment represented by the list given 
may, therefore, be considered a con- 
servative estimate of United States in- 
vestments in Canadian manufacturing 
cnuterpriscs,

Washington, -—- Investigation of the 
bomb explosions at eight cities, which 
were intended to kill publie men, has 
convinced secret service chiefs here 
that “the had a common 
source, and that they probably can be 
classed as an unsuccessful attempt on 
the part of a still-unknown anarchistie 
group to resume a reign of terrorism, 
begun with the May-Day attempt to 
deliver a series of infernal machines 
through the inails out of New York, 

Washington police devoted their 
efforts to re-assembling fragments of 
the man who was killed at the door 
of Attorney-General Palmer's home, 
while attempting.to plant his cargo of 
explosives. Mr. Palmer himself dis- 
missed the incidents today as “utter 
failure to terrorize the country and 
stay the hand of the governinent,” 
which purpose he ascribed to the au- 
thors of the outrages.

Allies Stop General Strike 


Germans Protest Against Rhenish 
Republic 

Coblenz.—A general ‘strike through- 
out the occupied area was declared by 
the Germans as a protest against the 
reported launching of the Rhenish re- 
public at Wiesbaden, It was brief, 
however, being only four hours in du- 
ration, the workmen returning to 
their labors after being warned of tho 
conseqrences by the allied military 
authorities. The principal strikers 
were railway employees and the street 
Treves and Coblenz, 
news of the strike be- 
came known, word was sent the 
leaders that unless the Germans re- 
turned to work by 1 o'clock the lead- 
ers and all the other. strikers would 
be deported into sections of Ger- 
many unoccupied by allicd troops. 
The inter-allied railway commission 
reported that all the workers had re- 
turned to their jobs. Newspapers 
Coblenz printed stories denying the 
birth of the German republic at Wies- 
baden, and asserting that the report 
was an effort on the part of certain 
Germans to mislead the population of 
the Rhineland, 


Alien Property 


Germans Declare American Property 
Is Practically Intact 

Paris.—The subject of German pro- 
perty in the United States and Amer- 
ican property in Germany is receiving 
careful attention of experts, prepara- 
tory to an exchange of notes determ- 
ining the situation, 

German property in the United 
States, outside of ships, is estimated 
at $450,000,000. American property in 
Germany is estimated at $150,000,000, 
The Germans declare the American 
property is practically intact. Appar- 
ently they are disposed to return it, if 
the United States will adopt a similar 
course, 

While recognizing the principle of 
inviolability of private property, the 
American view is that much of the 
German property in the United 
States is  semi-governmental and 
therefore not protected as private 
property, 

The merchant ships in American 
ports will undoubtedly be retained. 
The first plan was to offset their value 
against the American share of repara- 
tions, but it is proposed now to pur- 
chase the ships, the purchase price be- 
ing utilized by Germany to meet re-

London,—In the commons, re- 
ply to Col, J, C. Wedgwood, who 
asked whether the Germans in occu- 
pied territories had to take off their 
hats and step off the sidewalks on 
inecting British officers” Rt. Hon, 
Winston Churchill, secretary for war, 
said, amid loud cheers, that when Ger- 
mans addressed British officers they 
were required to take off their hats. 
He saw no reason to suppose that the 
practice would be discontinued after 
the signing of peace. This-was one of 
the military regulations deemed suit- 
able and appropriate to the period of 
occupation. The regulations were 
very much less severe than those 
which the Germans were accustomed

“The propaganda,” he says, “re- 
veals a lack of psychology and leads 
one to think that the new ideas have 
not spread everywhere, One of the 
most famous German university men 
wrote some time ago that the idea 
of detaining the German prisoners 
of war recalled the proceedings of 
the aficient Assyrians, It was not 
necessary for the writer to search the 
Assyrian annals. Did he really never 


hear of the deportation of Belgian

thods applied on that occasion? Does 
he really not know that hundreds of 
girls were carried away from occupied 
French towns and forced tg work at 
hard labor, and does he not know that 
most of these girls were forced to aid 
in the destruction of the weaving 
frames of their own country? Is he 
not aware of the fact that we have 
ourselves detained hundreds of thous- 
ands of Russian prisoners, not only 
after the armistice with Russia, but 
also after the Brest-Litovsk peace?
